CHARLES CAMILLE SAINT-SAENS 


Charles Camille Saint-Saens is unique among French composers, as he 
has made his mark in every field of composition. He is an accomplished 
pianist, a skilful organist, the greatest French symphonist, and an operatic 
composer of high distinction. The reputation enjoyed by many of his 
compositions, like the “‘Dance of Death,’’ ‘‘ Le rouet d’Omphale,”’ and 
‘Phaeton,’ has made him known to concert audiences, but his fame rests 
more securely on his symphonies, piano concertos, and operas, which also 
have great popularity. | 


SAMSON AND DELILAH 


Saint-Saens began the composition of ‘“Samson et Dalila’’ in 1869. 
The author of the book is Ferdinand Lemaire, a cousin of the composer. 
Towards the end of 1872 the work was finished. Its first performance was 
at the Grand Ducal Opera House at Weimar, December 2, 1877. Brussels 
heard it in 1878; but it did not reach one of the theatres of France until 
1890, when it was presented in Rouen shortly before it was given at the 
Eden Theatre in Paris. This will be its first performance by the Handel 
and Haydn Society. 


SOLOISTS 


The part of Delilah will be sung by Mme. Eleanore de Cisneros. It 
is an interesting fact that Mme. de Cisneros, the brilliant mezzo-soprano of 
the Manhattan Opera House, New York, is an American girl, born in 
Brooklyn. Her operatic debut was at the Metropolitan Opera House some 
years ago under her maiden name, Eleanore Broadfoot. She was advised 
by Edouard de Reszke to go abroad, and after her marriage to a young 
Cuban journalist she went direct to Italy, where, in a surprisingly short 
time, she was accorded a place among the most popular of native singers. 
Her fame spread throughout Europe, and a tour of South America brought 
further honors. The sensation created in New York last winter was ex- 
pected by those who had followed her brilliant career abroad. Her voice 
is a powerful mezzo of rich color and dramatic quality, while her regal 
stage presence and marked beauty contribute in a large measure to her 
artistic success. 

Mr. Emilio de Gogorza, whom the critics frequently refer to as the 
“ideal baritone’’ of the country, will sing the part of the High Priest. At 
his several appearances with the Handel and Haydn Society his beautiful, 
rich voice and masterly interpretations have created a sensation. 

Mr. George Hamlin, who takes the role of Samson, has been before 
the public for fifteen years, steadily rising in artistic superiority. 


CHORUS AND ORCHESTRA 


The Handel and Haydn chorus of four hundred voices under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Emil Mollenhauer, is, without question, the leading Musical 
Society of America. For this concert the orchestra will be enlarged to 
sixty-eight players.
